Two Artists of Note. 


| “Tite acters are come hither, my)lord.”— 
Shakespeare. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: — : 
‘Knowing the interest which the peo- 


| ple of Atrlover always feel for true art 


and artists, I venture to send youa few 
bits of imformation with regard to two 
great dramatic artists from abroad who 
are to appear in Boston this spring;— 

both as it happens, at the Tremont 
Theatre. _ A part of what I have to say 


| bas already appeared in the Boston pa- 


pers, but it may not have come to the 
eyes. of everyone. — The-first person of 
whom I would speak is Mr. Herbert 
BeerbohmTree.- 

“Mr. Tree’s engagement in Boston be- 
gins. on Monday, March twenty-fifth. 
His repertoire includes ‘‘Hamlet,”’ ‘*The 
Ballad Monger,” **The Red Lamp,”’’ 
“Jobn-a-dreams,” “A Bunch of Vio- 
lets,”’ and ‘‘Merry Wives «f Windsor.” 
In the last named play he impersonates 
Falstaff. With the exception of the 
Shakesperian dramas, the best known 
piece of the above is probably “The 
Red Lamp,’’ which was performed by 
™ Boston Museum Company some 
een years since, with Mr. 
Caries Barron in the ‘principal role. 

Mr. Tree began life as an amateur 
actor, and acquired much experience 
before he first appeared professionally 
in London, at the Globe Theatre, in 
1877. Since then he hassteadily risen, 
until now he holds a high place amon 
English actors. Not many months ago 
he was ‘‘commanded” to perform be- 
fore the Queen at Balmoral. On that 
occasion he presented a double bill, 
consisting of ‘‘The Ballad Monger’’ 
and “The Red Lamp.”

um Company. This last play will be 
performed in French under the title of 
‘sta Maison de Poupée.”

it envelopes; a gay, a grave demeanor; 
grace, wil, sweetness, tartness; frivoli- 
iy and earnestness; tenderness ’ and, 
indifference; beauty without beau y, 
immorality without evil, and nothing 
capable of everything,—such is woman 
in Paris; such is the Parisienne; and 
Mme.

2. The means to attain this end are 
of two kinds—(a) Fraternal meetings 
of.the ministers of the different chur- 
ches, with a view to becoming better 
acquainted, and for devising means 
whereby to carry on our mutual work; 
(b) public lectures on “Christian Uni- 
ty,” ‘Christian. Tolerance,”’. ‘*Chris- 
tian ” Charity” and kindred subjects, 
sai. lectures to be delivered alternately 
by priest and minister.

_ Lywn, Mass,, Feb. 14.—The most dis- 
astrous and death-dealing holocaust that 
has ever visited this.city occurred laat 
night, The mangled, half-roasted bodies 
of three fitemen Hein the hospital morgue, 
Three.other bravé fellows are so badly 
injured that recovery, is impossible. Five 
other firemen are badly burned and. in- 
jured, but will recover. 

The scene of the blaze was Munroe 
street, between Washington and Market 
streets, in the-heart.of the business por- 
tion of the city, The pecuniary loss will 
not exceed $100,000, 

The blaze started near the paint room in 
the Hutchinson building, and promised to 
do but slight damage for the first half 
hour, during which the efforts of the fire- 
men confined it. mostly tothe basement 
and first floor of the building. 

As it was in the very -heart: of the most 
dangerous diztrict in. Lynn, a second and 
third alarm had been tung in as a precau- 
tion. When the fire had been burning 
about balf an hour, without warning a 
terrific explosion occurred, which seemed 
to spltt the building from bottom to top.

Sewerage Must Come. 
a 

The most important matter that can 
possibly come before Andover citizens 
from now until it is settled is that of a 
system of sewage. Urgent as is the de- 
mand for be.ter highways, sidewalks, 
and schools, and other important im- 
provements, above all is this question 
that faces us again this year. 

At the‘ outset it must. be recognized 
as an expensive improvement, but-just 
as truly: must the value: of it be appre- 
ciated. Too many of our people fail to 
understand the saving that is to come 
with this system.that is to do away with 


{thé hundreds of sink drains and eess- 


pools that fillthe land lying within the 
radius of a mile from the centre. 

It is conservatively estimated that it 
costs $6000 # year under the present 
‘unhealthful system of carrying away 
the refuse in the district above men- 
tioned; a sum that represents inter- 
est on enough money to build a system 
and leave: a tidy sum toward its main- 
tenance. But though the most rosy 
hue that can be put upon the discugsion 
cannot make the improvem nt at in- 
expensive one, from every standpoin 
it'can be made the most beneficial and 
valuable luxury that Andover can ever 
obtain. 

But. the $6000 carries this matter 
whete,? Look into every brvok, stream, 
and swamp in this section any time 
during July or August for the answer 
to this question; an argument from 
the standpoing of public health that is 
unanswerable....Only. a few" points are 
touched upon in this short plea for 
sewage. The arguments will be multi- 
plied on March 4th many times. Lit 
every citizen go to the meeting pre- 
pared to act intelligently. Let the man 
to be benefitted by sewage not hesitate 
at the expense or the magnitude of it; 
every dollar in outlay will bring.a good 
return, Let the men outside the bene- 
fit-that would accrue to so many of our 
citizens remember that those profited 
must pay for their benefit, and that the

It appears to me that 
perhaps our citizens are getting too much 
of this, and that ‘‘Concentration” clearly 
isthe father of the movement and to 
this we say Amen—or any system that 
will give the tax payers mure remote 
from the centre, at least, a more equal 
share in the Road Money. The Macada- 
mized system is well befitting a city of 
12,000 or 15,000 inhabitants but we must 
look far into the twentieth century for 
time to cover our seven. hundred miles 
(more or less of road) with Red Spring 
Macadam. Nér does ‘‘Concentration” 
stop with roads and side walks, you have 
water works, electric cars, . electric lights 
(shadow and darkness alternate) and néw 
visions near of ‘‘Concentrated” Sewerage. 
And now to be fair let us ask what pro- 
portion of the property taxpayers of onr 
town get any benefit whatever from all 
this.

First Anniversary. Officers Elected: re 
dresses by Rev. Dr. Donald and 
J.D. W. French. 


The first anniversary, of the Andover 
Village Improvement Society was most | 
successfuly observed at the Town Hall, 
Monday evening. Much interest wag 
manifested in the report of the work of 
the Society during the past yéar; -which 
angurs well for its future doings, 

Members of the Society met at 780 ip 
the School Committee room and elected 
the following officers for the ensuing 
year: President, Prof..George Harris; 
vice presidents, William G.. Goldsmith,

Harris and M. 8. McCurdy, Rev. F. R. 
Shipman, also Rev. E. Winchester. Don- 
ald, D. D., rector of Trinity Church, 
Boston, and J. D. W. French, secretary 
of the North Andover Imprevement 40- 
ciety, the speakers of the evening. 

President Goldsmith made some pre- 
liminary remarks about the work accom- 
plished, especially that about the un- 
sightly place near the Boston and Maine 
station to which the name of Crescent 
Park” had been given. He also spoke of 
the plan of Mr. Jackson Dawson of the 
Arnold Arboritum which showed how to 
make a very pretty park of this ugly spot. 

Miss Lincoln, secretary, then read a 
comprehensive and interesting réport “of 
the past year’s work of the society and 
treasurer, G, A. Parker, reported a bal- 
ance in the treasury. ; ; 

J. D. W, French was introduced as the 
first speaker and he proceeded tu give an 
object lesson by presenting some account 
of the work of the North Andover Sp- 
ciety, which has been in existence since 
1835. The foremost object of the Society 
had beéh, he stated, the planting of 
shade trees, several thousand having 
been set out. Arbor Day was observed 
and last yéar the schools dedicated trees 
to great men and objects. Prizes were 
offered for the -best- kept school-yards 
and also for the largest collection of tent 
caterpillars. Mr. French gave the names 
of several books which could be read to 
advantage in connection with the subject 
of Village Improvement work. The beauty 
of a true county town:lies not in fine 
houses, but in cogjness, neatness and 
simplicity, : 

Dr. Donald, after being happily intro” 
duced, said he would go Mr. French one 
better and address his ‘hearers as. ‘Fel- 
low,‘Townsmen.” He came in response 
to) the invitation of Mr. Goldsmith, 
since he had learned years ago, whena 
pupil at Punchard, that what Principal! 
Goldsmith told him to do he must obey. 
After referring to the great work of simi- 
lar societies in Western Massachusetts 
and especially at Stockbridge, Williams- 
town and Amherst, Mr. Donald said that 
the first great thing needed in a village 
improvement society, as in any great 
movement, was co-operation, The Sem- 
inary, Academies, Churches, all should 
work-together if anything is to, be ac- 
complished. . 

In the second place-don’t work for 
commercial purposes, that is to simply 
attract outsiders and for pecuniary ad- 
vancement. If you do the true object 
will be lost.and in place of beauty will 
come vulgar ornamentation, You cer: 
tainly bad great courage to attack that 
unspeakably ugly heap of dirt, stones 
and rubbish near the depot. 

Finally a8 soon as you have funds, you 
ought to secure the services of a compe- 
tent landscape gardener, It is easy 
enough to plant a tree or shrub, ‘but it 
takes the eye of an artist to set it in the 
right place. In the town of Amherst 
Mr, Olmstead, the famous landscape gar- 
dener, is employed to lay out the work 
and it really seems as if he had traly 
drawn college and town together by his 
subtle art. Proceed slowly and ona

Not Iieliniéd to Hive Much Faith ‘Ea 
Chineso et? Envoys. : 
Victoria, B. C., Feb. 14.—The steam- 
‘stip Empress of Chine arrived yesterday 
wth Yokohamaadyvices to Feb. 1. They 
give the following accotint of the prelim- 
inary work of the peace commission: 
Ex-Secretary Foster was treated with 
especial courtesy during his stay at Tokio 
and Kobe. During the first days of his 
stay at Kobe, Mr. Foster examined many 
telegrams with the Chinese government. 
They were believed:to be in reference to 
the power and authority of Chang and 
Shio, the Chinese peace comuissioners, 
regarding which the Japanese were all 
along very doubtful, especially as they 
were by no means conVinced of the integ- 
rity of China’s intentions, ; 
Mr. Foster was givén to understand that 
unless ample powers were guaranteed by 
their credentials, the envoys would not 
even be admitted toa hearing. The dip- 
lomatic contest will be stubborn, At this 
date China does hot seem to realize that 
Japan will demand @ cession of territory, 
and it is anticipated that the humiliation 
of losing any of her continental domain is 
more than she will be willing to endure. 
The Chinese embassy arrived at Hiro- 
shima on the.8ist, and.were received with 
the fornralities due to their official posi- 
tion.

LA GASCOGNE SAFE,

eight days overdue, dropped anchor at the 
Sandy Hook tar here just before midnight.

Captain Baudelon and the officers and 
crew of La Gascogne brought the ship and 
passengers through the gales and made 
port without help. ; 

From the time they left Havre, on Jan. 
26, until yesterday, they spoke no transat- 
lantic steamer, and saw only a four- 
masted schooner, the one which reported 
at St. Pierre, Miq., as having’seen a large 
steamer off the banks, and apparently in 
distress, last Saturday. 

It was after midnight when La Gascogne 
reached tlie bar, where she anchored for 
the night. She was met there by the 
Chapman Derrick afd Wrecking com- 
pany’s tug Hustler, which lay . alongside 
all night and broughé the vessel up to her 
dock this morning.’ Preparations have 
been made, to clear the ship as soon as 
possible.

Articles in Town Warrant, . 


Thirty articles constitute the Town 
Warrant this year. A synopsis-of those

; flow Junius Menri Browne Was Charmed. 


by His Sincerity and Perfect Fairness. 
His Persuasiveness on the Political Ros- 
trum—Effect of His Speech, 
(Copyright, 1805, by ee ig Press Associa- 
The first time I saw Abraham Lin- 
ooln and the impression he made upon 


me I shali never forget. It was in the 
days of my early youth, just before the 


‘civil war, when I had already been im- 


pelled’ by some unknown though x«d- 
verse influence to enter journalism in a 
southwestern city on the border. 

LingéIn’‘had very recently emerged 
from comparative obscurity into nation+ 
al reputation through his memorable 
canvass in Illinois with Stephen A, 
Douglas for the United States senator- 
ship and had been defeated, He visited 
the city where I then lived as a pro- 
spective candidate for the presidency 
and had-been-announced tospeak on the 
issues of the forthcoming campaign, the 
long deferred struggle between freedom 
and slavery. The public was eager to 
hear him, for it had read. his farnoas 
debates with Douglas as reported by the 
press, and he had ig consequence an im- 
mensé open air audience, The reporter 

PeCCH “esi en i sto-the- meeting. 
failed at the last moment to appear, and 
I went in his place rather reluctantly, I 
admit, for I cherished a most violent 
prejudice against the man on whom I 
had never laid eyes. Like Charles Lamb, 
I had damned him at a venture. 

The cause of the prejudice was that, 
though a native New Yorker, I had been 
reared in the southwest. I had had 
southern boys as chums at college, I 
had been much in the cotton states, and 
I was the son of astrong Whig. The 
Whig party had always favored and 
been in ‘sympathy with the touth (they 
well deserved the name dough faces), 
and I had been bred in my father’s po- 
litical school, which as a boy I had_ac- 
cepted unhesitatingly. The very name 
of abolitionism was detestable to me. 

Ihad a place very near Lincoln on 
the balcony from ~which he spoke, 
though expecting to give only an ab- 
stract of his address, for the newspaper 
I représented was opposed to him and 
his convictions. He more than realized 
my anticipations. He was, I thought, 
the ugliest, most awkward, most com- 
mon looking man I had ever seen. To 
imagine him president of the republic 
almost made me shiver, The first words 
he might speak would, I felt sure, repel 
me even more than his personal appear-

That long, lank,. disjointed figure, 
half leaning on the iron railing, that 
sallow, angular, unsymmetrical face, 
those few clumsy gestures still live in 
my memory. So does his voice, which, 
when he.opened his lips, had a rather 
strident; uncultured sound. It was 
sttong, penetrating, particularly ear- 
nést, honest, persuasive, And this ear- 
néstness and honesty made me forget 
its rusticity of accent and intonation. It 
cdntained, too, a note of sadness, which 
corresponded to the melancholy expres- 
sion of his deep, luminous, significant. 
impressionable eyes, 

After a few minutes of intent listen 
ing, which his perfect simplicity and 
éarnestness commanded, I began to for- 
get his manner in bis matter. I lost 
sight of his appearance as-he ‘uttered 
his undoubted convictions.. Nobody who 
heard him could have questioned for a 
moment his absolute sincerity, the ¢om- 
plete truthfulness of the man, He\was 
the ‘very embodiment of candor, benevo- 
lence, uprightness. His whole nature 
seemed to be animated with the highest 
purpose, the purest of motives. : 

Lincoln’s, subject was, of course, 
Slavery,’’ the one, the absorbing ques- 
tion of the tine. He treated it in the 
calmest, fairest, most unimpassioned

altogether sectionally and to discuss it 


for the most part with ardent bias and | 


temper. 

He pointed out clearly, as I remember, 
the danger ot slavery to the whole coun- 
try; that slavery was as inconsistent 
with freed6m in the north as it was 
with freedom at home. Whatever 
slavery might.be morally, and he de- 
clined thea to debate its moral aspect, 


its political aspects at such a crisis were | 


more important, were vital indeed, to 
the preservation of the nation. He would 


‘give to the south—every-constitutional 


right, but it should be remembered that 
the north also had rights, and that it 
could not endure wontinued encroach- 
ments, which, a few years before, had 
never. been put forward or even 
imagined, without losing its independ- 
ence and self respect. The two systems 
of slave labor and free labor, he did not 
believe, could much longer.coexist. 

This was, I think, the substance of his 
speech, but it gives no idea of its im- 
partial character, to which even a Caro- 
linian fire eater could hardly have taken 
exception. It contained not one rhetor- 
ical phrase, It~was all reason, practical- 
ity, common sense, but intensely in- 
teresting. The speaker plainly was not an 
orator in the usual sense, and yet his 
effort was the sum of alloratory, It was 
wholly convincing, wholly unanswer- 
able, and. the vast assembly must have 
s0 regarded it. ‘The enthitistasny at the 
close was immense..” A new order of 
politiciari, the coming man, had clearly 
been revealed. : 

Iin common with many. others step 
ped forward to grasp his hand. He had 
won me over completely. From that 
hour to hia death I was his profound 
admirer, and I revere his memory today 
as the greatest of all Americans. It may 
geém nothing to conquer the passionate 
prejudice of a bumptious boy barely out 


of his- teens. But it is the strongest 
rejudice that can be cherished and can 
be conquered only by a combination of , 


‘the rarest power and the loftiest genius, 


such as belonged indisputably to Abra- 
bam Lincoln. pain
